Document Dl discloses (the references between 
parentheses relate to said document) a method for 
printing on a recording medium in which a latent 
electrostatic image (that is to say also a 
potential image) is created and developed by a 
liquid developer which contains pigment particles 
dispersed in a polymerizable carrier liquid. After 
transfer of the image film created in this way onto 
the recording medium, the transferred image is 
fixed on the recording medium by crosslinking of 
the carrier liquid (page 4, line 30 - page 5, line 
4; page 5, line 48 - page 10, line 3; page 12, line 
7; page 12, lines 33 - 38; page 13, line 51 - page 
14, line 18; claims 1-3, 5-11). The crosslinking 
agent, that is to say an agent which starts and/or 
accelerates the crosslinking reaction, may be added

Document Dl therefore discloses a method for 
printing on a recording medium that includes all 
the features of the recording medium according to 
patent claim 1, in the variants wherein a component 
which starts and/or accelerates the crosslinking 
reaction is added to the carrier liquid. 
Since these variants belong to the subject matter 
of patent claim 1, said subject matter is not 
considered to be novel over that which is known 
from Dl. 

Document Dl likewise discloses all the features of 
the copying device according to independent claim 
47. The subject matter of this claim is therefore 
not novel (PCT Article 33(2)). 

Claims 2-46 do not contain any features which, in 
combination with the features of any claim to which 
they refer, meet the PCT requirements for novelty 
and inventive step. 



The amendments submitted with the letter of 
06.10.2005 introduce substantive matter which, 
contrary to PCT Article 34(2) (b), goes beyond the 
disclosure in the international application as 
filed. The amendments are as follows: the addition 
"and can be controlled specifically in accordance 
with its properties" on new page 2, lines 32-33. 
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
